LOVE TRAGEDY 


The shocking tragedy enacted at 


Williams Bergin's Red Light saloon 
on Walnut street, late Tuesday after- 
noon, whereby George A. Fouch, a 
stone cutter of Irville, was blown to 
pieces, and which was published in 
the Advocate, was the principal topic 
of conversation on the streets Tuesday 
night. Fouch ««~ ihe past six years, 
had been employed by the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad, engaged in laying abutt- 
ments and foundations, but lately he 
had been working in Newark. 


For some days 
Fouch 
had been 


drinking hard, and on Tuesday visited 
quite a number of resorts in the Red 
Light District. 
He finally 
became 


quite ugly and was ordered out of sev- 
eral places. 
As stated in Tuesday's 


Advocate, he entered Bergin's place 
about three o'clock in the afternoon 
'and called for a drink, which was re- 
fused him, with the result that he went 


_ into a rear room and exploded a piece 


of dynamite, which it is said he car- 
ried on his person. When the inmates 
found him, one of his arms was blown 
off, and all that could be found of it 
was the hand, which was found stick- 
ing to the ceiling. A large hole had 
been torn in the floor of the room, 
while the ceiling and walls of the room 
were torn to pieces and presented the 
appearance of a cyclone having struck 
it. Fouch was aged 51 years, and was 
single and the support of his 
aged 


mother, who is 86 years old. 


Mr. Fred Schlasser, an employe at 


the Bergin place, told an Advocate re- 
porter that Fouch had been drinking 
heavily for several days, and at times 
he seemed very despondent:" During 
one of his despondent moods last week 
he asked a friend for a knife, hinting 
that he wanted to end his life, and on 
several other occasions he is said to 
have made remarks indicating that H 
was his intention to commit suicide. 


Mr. Schlasser said that when Bergin 


refused to give Fouch a drink and ne 
went into the rear room he acted very 
queerly, and he followed him and ask- 
ed him what ailed him. He says the 
only answer Fouch gave him was to 
mumble incoherently, and that 
when 


he learned that he had taken his life 
he was not much surprised.

Tuesday's Advocate stated that 
the 


odor in the room indicated that it 
was dynamite that had exploded. The 
following paragraph published in this 
paper on May 4 shows that Foutz had 
been carrying dynamite on his person: 


"When Officers Dailey and Snooks 


searched George Foutz, a plain drunk, 
at the police station Wednesday even- 
ing, they thought for a time that they 
had captured an anarchist or a Rus- 
sian rioter. Two large sticks of dyna- 
mite and a fuse were among the 'ar- 
ticles taken from the prisoner. The 
coppers handled the stuff very care- 
fully and until Foutz told them that 
he was using the explosive for" blast- 
ing purposes they did not cease 
to 


watch their prisoner fearfully.

There is some rumor in circulation

It 
will be remembered that Foutz was 
arrested last week and dynamite was 
found on him, which he said he was 
using for blasting 
purposes.

— A dispatch from 
Nhatrang, Anam, reports that Admi- 
ral Rojestvensky's fleet, which has 
been cruising for several days in the 
vicinity of Vanfong bay,

out to sea. Orders were sent to 
civil and naval authorities in French 
Indo-China not to permit the junction 
within French waters of the Russian 
naval forces under Admiral Rojest- 
vensky and Rear Admiral Nebogatoff. 
Instructions were sent to Admiral De 
Jonquiers, the French naval comman- 
der, to see that Rojestvensky fully ob- 
serves the promise he has given to 
leave French waters. These - orflerB- 
resulted from the receipt of a detailed 
dispatch giving an account of Admiral 
De Jonquiers' meeting with Rojest- 
vensky. 
The dispatch says the Rus- 


sian squadron made a four days' 
cruise 
outside the three-mile limit, 


and then returned last Saturday, an 
choring at Konghai bay, coast of An- 
nam, to take on provisions and water. 
When Admiral De Jonquiers was In- 
formed of the Russians' return, he 
proceeded to Konghai and requested 
Admiral Rojestvensky to immediately 
withdraw outside territorial waters. 
The Russian admiral gave De Jon- 
quiers his word that he intended to 
leave his anchorage and take to the 
open sea. 


The arrival in Paris of Paul Cam- 


bon, 
the French ambassador in Lon- 


don, 
following his conference with 


Foreign Secretary Lansdowne, proba- 
bly will permit the authorities here to 
learn the sentiments in British official 
circles concerning French observance 
of neutrality.

Bay that I am perfectly aware that 
many most admirable gentlemen dis- 
agreed with me in my action toward 
the Panama canal, but I am in an un 
repentant frame of mind. The ethical 
conception on which I acted was that 
I did not intend that Uncle Sam 
•hould be held up. But without re 
gard to that, when the canal comes 
Into operation, I think it will have a 
very important regulatory effect in 
connection with the transcontinental 
commerce of the railroads. 
I think 


when such is the case, these great 
railroads will have to revise their way 
Of looking at the interests of certain 
Inland cities. I understand thorough- 
ly the argument from their standpoint 
and see that they can in all sincerity 
hold the position, and while I do not 
think that anything I can say could 
have any effect in malting them alter 
that position, I have 
considerable 


hopes for the effect of the Panama 
canal. We have the right to look for- 
ward with confident hope to the fu- 
ture of this republic, because it will 
not and shall not become the republic 
of any class, either poor or rich, be- 
cause it will and shall remain as its 
founders intended it to be and its res- 
cuers under Abraham Lincoln intend- 
•d it to be, a government where every 
man, 
rich or poor, so long as he did 


his duty to his neighbor, was given 
his full rights, was guaranteed justice 
and has had justice exacted from In 
return."

You must respond 


to the public demand. If there is dan- 
ger of discrimination, then you must 
allow the establishment of some tribu- 
nal that will remedy that discrimina- 
tion." The secretary saw no reason 
•why a tribunal properly constituted 
should not be competent in every 
sense of the word to fixe a maximum 
rate. 


President Stuyvesant Fish of the 


American Railway association had in- 
troduced Secretary Taft. 
In his ca- 


pacity as toastmaster Jlr. Fish was on 
his feet the instant the secretary con- 
cluded. He answered the secretary at 
length, taking the view that the law 
to prevent discrimination.double deal- 
ing and secret rebates was plain. He 
vigorously called for the enforcement 
of that law.

SHOOT FIFTY FEET IN 


THE AIR. 


Sinr-p the drownins ot M.tne Ham- 


mond, the fourteen month1- "id daugh- 
ter ot .Mrs. Charles Linton. formerly 
living at No. 33 North Williams street, 
Newark, at Mrs. Linton » new home 
near Lock, on the Lickhm-Kiiox cmiii- 
ty line last Saturday mm inns, as de- 
tailed in Saturday's Advocate, there 
have been persistent runiois that the 
little child did not fall iri'o the cistern 
accidentally. 


These rumors have gro\\ 11 into com- 


mon talk at Lock and consideiable 
feeling has been aroused. 


On Tuesday a resident ot Lock sent 


a letter to the Knox count:- 
officials 


stating that the baby wa= the victim 
of foul play and that instead of falling 
itno the cistern, was pu-hcd in. 


The Advocate received the following 


special dispatch from its Lock eyre- 
spondentWednesday: 


Lock, O., May 10—The little 
four- 


teen months old child of -^rs. Cha-rlos 
Linton who was found dead in the cis- 
tern Saturday, may not ha^e fallen in- 
to the water 
accidentally. The cor- 


oner ot Knojc.'county is now investigat- 
ing the case and Mrs. Liuton, her 
mother-in-law, Edward Coe, and IMel! 
Higgins went to Mt. Vernon this morn- 
ing to testify in the case. 


As previously wired the Advocate, 


the baby was found in the cistern by 
Mrs. Linton's mother-in-law and Mr. 
Coe, a neighbor, took the body from 
the water. The child was floating on 
the water and had been dead perhaps 
an hour. Mr. Coe gave the body to Mr. 
Higgins. 


Mrs. Linton was formerly Mrs. Jas. 


B. Hammond, 33 North Williams street 
Newark. Her husband died September 
27 of last year, and in February she 
was married to Charles Linton, a gar- 
dener and horse doctor, and came to 
Lock. The Lintons occupy- a house 
with Mr. Linton's mothcr-m-law. Clias. 
Linton is the adopted son of Isaac Lin- 
ton. 


Saturday morning Mis. Linton misl- 


ed the baby but supposed she was in 
the other part of the house with the 
elder Mrs. Linton. When she went to 
inquire, the baby could not be touncl, 
and then a search tregan. The older 
Mrs. Linton lifted the cohering o± the 
cistern out of doors and saw the baby's 
body floating in the water. She called 
for help and soon Edward Coe remov- 
ed the child from the water, but its life 
had gone out. """ 


A peculiar thing about the case is 


that the covering was on the cistern. 
The cistern has no pump and is cov- 
ered -with a board top fastened with 
leather hinges. It was supposed that 
the child lifted the covering and fell 
mto the water bin how the covering; 
was 
replaced 
is a mystery. 
Some 


think that a fourteen months old baby 
could not lift the covering'. 


There were no marks on the eliilil f- 


body, and death is said to have boon 
clue to drowning. The baby's mother 
is almost prostrated by the shock.

Chicago, Cleveland, and Newark, O., 
! where he will look after business for 
the new concern. At Chicago and 
Cleveland Mr. Cunningham will close 
' arrangements to equin the new fac- 
tory with material to do the nickel 
plating in the Waterloo factory, and 
! at. Newark, which is recognized as the 
1 stove center of the United States, and 
; is Mr. Cunningham's old home, he will 
employ the skilled mechanics who will 
have charge of the Waterloo plant. 
Mr. Cunningham expects to employ 
about thirty-five such men, nearly all 
of whom have families. 
They will 


move to Waterloo soon and take up 
their work. 


The new stove works are located in 


the new factory building at corner of 
Commercial and West Sixth streets, 
where the big fire was a little over a 
year ago. The building is two stories 
and covers a ground space consider- 
ably larger than the old factory, all 
of which will be devoted to the new 
industry. For some time the machin- 
ery has been in readiness to begin the 
manufacture of the stoves, but on ac- 
count of the factory being employed 
in filling the orders 
for 
machinery 


that were contracted for before ttie 
factory burned, it has been impossible 
to begin making the new product un 
til now. 
When the new factory is 


running full capacity it will give em 
ployment to about eighty men, all of 
whom, on account of the character of 
their work and ttye skill required will 
command high { wages, the 
pay 
roll 


probably bej;,g in excess of any other 
factory ii> the city for the same num- 
ber of, men. The work will be done 
by 'he piece, and the men employed 
will earn from $3 to $7 per day. 


Mr. Cunningham is a thorough man 


in the stove business, having been en- 
gaged in the work all of his life. He 
came to Waterloo last September and 
has been overseer in the establishing 
of the plant. 
In conversation with a 


reporter he stated that the Waterloo 
stove factory would not only be the 
only stove factory in the state ot Iowa, 
but is the only one west of the Missis- 
sippi river, with the exception of one 
in Kansas. The locating ol tne com- 
pany's factory in Waterloo 
will 
do 


away w ith the large amount of freight 
shipments that have been made in the 
past in getting the company's product 
into the hands ot its customers. 
The 


iron and raw material that will be 
[used in the making of the stoves will 
be shipped to Waterloo from Birming- 
[ham, Ala., and Hanging Rock, O. This 
will be the greatest amount spent in 
the freight departments of the differ- 
ent roads with which the company 
does business, for the finished product 
will readily find a market 
close at 


home-

Mr Cunningham thinks 
Waterloo 


does not afford the homes that 
it 


should tor laboring men and in view 
of this fact, Mr. Cunningham and Mr 
Marsh, who are interested in the new 
actory, are planning to erect 
more 


louses. Work has been started in lay 
ng out one hundred lots in the Red 
Jedar addition, and on nearly all of 
hese lots new houses will be erected 
iv these men during the present sea- 
ion. They will be rented at a nomi- 
lal price to the men employed in tho 
:actory and those wishing to buy their 
own home will be permitted to do so 
on very easy terms.

GAS FLAMES NEAR BRANDON, O., 


SHOOT FIFTY FEET IN 


THE AIR. 


Since the drowning ot .Mane Ham- 


mond, the lourteen monili^ old (.laugh- 
ter of Mrs. Charles Linton, formerly 
living at No. o3 North Williams street, 
Newark, at Mrs. Linton > new home 
near Lock, on the Lacking Knox coun- 
t\ line last Saturday mo. uing, as de- 
tailed in Saturday's &d\otate, there 
have been persistent rumors that the 
little child did not fall irro the cistern 
accidentally. 


These i umors have grown into com- 


mon talk a: Lock 
and 
considerable 


feeling has been aroused. 


On Tuesday a resident ot Lock sent 


a letter to the Knox county 
officials 


stating that the baby WAS the victim 
of foul play and that instead of falling 
itno the cistern, was pu-hed in. 


The Advocate received the following 


special dispatch irom its Lock cyrc- 
spondent Wednesday: 


Lock, O., May 10—The little 
four- 


teen months old child ol -Mrs. Charles 
Linton who was found dead in the cis- 
tern Saturday, may not have fallen in- 
to the water accidentally. The cor- 
oner of Kn9x-county Is now investigat- 
ing the case and Mrs. Linton, her 
mother-in-law, Edward Coe, and Mel! 
Higgins went to Mt. Vernon this morn- 
ing to testify in the case. 


As previously wired the Advocate, 


the baby was found in the cistcin 'jy 
Mrs. 
Linton's mother-in law and Mr. 


Coe, a neighbor, took the body from 
the water. The child was floating on 
the water and had been dead perhaps 
an hour. Mr. Coe gave the body to Mr. 
Higgins. 


Mrs. Linton was formerly Mrs. Jas. 


B. Hammond, 33 North Williams street 
Newark. Her husband died. September 
27 of last year, and in February she 
was married to Charles Linton, a gar- 
dener and horse doctor, and came to 
Lock. The Lintons occupy a house 
with Mr Linton's mothcv-in-law. Chas 
Linton is the adopted son of I&aac Lin- 
ton. 


Saturday morning Mis Linton miss- 


ed the baby but supposed she was in 
the other part of the house with the 
elder Mrs. Linton. When she went to 
inquire, the baby could not be found, 
and then a search began. The older 
Mrs. Linton lifted the cohering of the 
cistern out of doors and saw the baby s 
body floating in the water. She called 
for help and soon Edward roe remov- 
ed the child from the water, but its life 
had gone out. "" 


A peculiar thing about the case is 


that the covering was on the cistern 
The cistern has no pump and is cov- 
ered with a boaid top fastened with 
leather hinges. It was suppo&cd that 
the child lifted the covering and fell 
into the water but how the cxnering 
was 
replaced 
is a mystery. 
Some 


think that a fourteen months old baby 
could not lift the covering. 


There were no marks on the child's 


body, and death is said to ha\e beon 
due to drowning The baby's mother 
ia almost prostrated by the shock.
